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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-12, 14, 16-54, 57-72 and 75-90 are pending in the present application. 

2. Claims 13, 15, 55, 56, 73 and 74 are cancelled. Claims 1-5, 14, 16, 17, 19, 27, 
32, 47, 54, 57, 58, 60, 62, 63, 64, 65, 66, 67, 75, 76, 77, 78, 80, 82, 83, 85, 86 and 87 
were amended in the response filed January 19, 2006. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to because they are informal, formal drawings are 
requested. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be 
submitted on compact discs.) or

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-12, 14, 16-26, 27-53 and 82-90 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1, the following limitation is vague: "selecting a search strategy 
using the query class in which the user query is classified; (d) performing a first search 
for documents relevant to the user query using at least one search criteria selected from 
a set of search criteria" [see claim 1 lines 4-8]. Note the connection between the search 
strategy and search criteria is not clear; as presently written the limitation "selected form 
a set of search criteria" appears to lack proper antecedent basis. Claims 2-12, 14, 16-26 
and 90 are rejected based on dependency. 

Regarding the preamble of independent claims 1 , 27, 47 and 82 the limitation 
"computer-assisted" is vague and unclear. The examiner suggests "computer- 
implemented" for clarity. Claims 2-12, 14, 16-26, 28-46, 48-53 and 83-89 are rejected 
based on dependency. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 54, 57-72 and 75-81 are allowed. Applicant's remarks regarding the prior 
art filed January 19, 2006 are convincing. 

8. Claims 1-12, 14, 16-26, 27-53, and 82-90 would be allowable if rewritten or 
amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in 
this Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-12, 14, 16-26, 27-53 and 82-90 
have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

10. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
